“Miss Eileen” Hankins

They called her “Miss Eileen” 
and she could quiet a disturbance 
with a snap of her fingers. 


Eileen Hankins taught third 
grade but, as in many of Vigo 
County’s smaller schools, all 12 
grades met in the same building 
and Fontanet’s graduates _re- 
member her as their favorite 
teacher. 

Born in the-late-1800s, Miss 
Eileen graduated from Fontanet 
School on June 6, 1916, “the 
evening I was born,” Marguerite

Williams said. 

„Pat Burk picked up the story, 
saying that Miss Eileen began 
her teaching career that same 
year as the only teacher in a one- 
room school “which included 
grades from one through five. 
During the week, she stayed at 
the Engles farm in order to be 
closer to the school. On Friday 
evening, she could always be 
seen walking to her house — a 
distance of five miles — in order 
to be with her family for the 
weekend.” 

Miss Eileen’s starting pay was 


$400 per year, supplemented by , 


20 cents a day for arriving at 
school early enough to bring in 
coal and wood to feed the fire that 
kept her students warm. 


Even with that salary, “there 
always seemed to be enough 
money left to see that no child 
needed shoes or pencil and paper 
supplies or even a small gift at 
Christmas for those she knew 
would not receive a gift at home,” 
Burk said. 


“Also, each day there were 
extra brown paper bags contain- 
ing an apple and a sandwich for 
any child she knew would bring 
no lunch.” 


Perhaps it was that kindness 
— “I have never met a child that 
I didn’t love,” she was known to 
say — that brought her love, 
affection and caring from the 
many former students who re- 
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a friend 


‘mained in touch with her over 
the years, even to the point of 
sending her cards and letters on 
Mother’s Day. 

Miss Eileen taught at Fontanet 
School for 46 years. 

“Miss Eileen probably taught 
the multiplication tables to more 
boys and girls than any teacher 
in the U.S.A.,” Williams recalled. 
“Making sure that each pupil 
learned them was almost an 
obsession with her. The snapping 
of Miss Eileen’s fingers prompted 
boys and girls to be on their best 
behavior.” 


} “I can hear her fingers snap- 

ping yet,” says Norma Mae 
—faylor, “both at her room 
scholars and the upperclassmen, 
if they were not doing up to her 
high expectations.” 


— Taylor said that Miss Eileen 
“made games of learning” and 
divided the students into 
bluebird and _ rebird sections. 
“Often you would see a bluebird 
with a redbird in the coat room 

“Yeading an assignment or doing 
flash cards together. We didn’t 
care what color bird we were, it 
was just fun to do some one-on- 
one with our classmates.” 


Miss Eileen died on May 16, 
1990, at the age of 93, Burk said, 
remembered not- only as a 
teacher and a “fine lady,” but also 
as one who lived — and taught — 
“sharing, kindness and com- 
passion. 
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Other Fontanet teachers 
also recalled by students 


“We had no bad teachers at Fontanet,” Ramona Tilford wrote, 
perhaps échoing the thoughts of many others who praised their 
former teachers. 

“Miss Versa” Stuthard, who taught first meee for 42 years, 
“welcomed each child into her classroom and made every effort 
for as much progress as possible during the students’ first year 
in school,” said Madonna Michael Crooke. Stuthard “had the 
best sand table. teo,” say Jim and Mary Koch. 

Irene Wright “was patient and understanding because she 
wanted her students to enjoy attending school,” Cracke added. 

Ed Dean, said Norma Mae Taylor, “was strict and fair.” His 
penchant for calling on any atude for answers — whether a 
student had a hand raised or not — “made it a priority to study 
and know the history assignment each day.” 

When Betty Cox Salmoni was in the seventh grade, Dean 
“started our class in a savings accout. When we graduated, we 
took a trip to Chicago and had enough money left to take an 
airplane ride. My first!” 

Taylor also recognized Lorene Whitesell. saying the business 
teacher was so thorough that “when I graduated, I was able to 
get a good job where some (people) from other schools were 

aving to go to a business school” first. 

She thinks of science teacher Paul Turner and his 
assignments to identify, plant and trade flowers and shrubs 
whenever she looks at her home landscaping. Forest McNeil was 
called an “excellent teacher” who “was willing to give 
individualized assignments in math to teach beyond what was 
being taught in regular classes,” 

Loucille VanHook Fox added that McNeil “could add columns 
of figures faster than I could write them down. If ever he had 
to discipline anyone, it was done with a smile and in private.” 

Leon Chandler, say Kermit and Loucille VanHook Fox, “was 
a true teacher. He attracted students to his class and led them 
to their full ability.” 

Anna Louise Tribble “taught us how to walk and carry 
ourselves,” wrote Betty Cox Salmoni. “I never wore out a pair 
of high heels (and) I still have good posture.” 

Paul Turner “was a good teacher (and) a graduate of Fontanet 
High School. He organized and led the first and last Boy Scout 
troop of Fontanet area boys,” noted Matilda Bouillez Dowell. 


And somebody everybody in the nation recognizes is Orville 
Redenbocker. But, while they know him as “Mr. Popcorn,” his 
former students at Fontanet remember how he took them out

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Mattox was ‘everything’

“He was everything.” 

With those words, Helen 
Hulley Hill pretty much sums up 
the way the people of Fontanet 
remember one of their favorite 
sons, Chester “Chet” Mattox. 

In handwritten tomments 
nominating him as “A 
Noteworthy Fontanet Alumnus,” 
Mattox’s friends describe him as 
caring, kind and dedicated to his 
community. 

Diana Mattox Haltom says her 
father loved both the town of 
Fontanet and Fontanet School. 
“His family was first and 
foremost to him,” she said, “but 
he would do whatever he could to 
keep the community and school 
growing. That was the most 
important thing in his life.” 

Mattox’s devotion to his com- 
munity and school are evident in 
his life story. 

He helped organize the Nevins 
Township Fontanet Fire Depart- 
ment in 1952 and went on to 
serve as the department's first 
fire chief. He also was instrumen- 
tal in seeing that the community 
gained access to the Terre Haute 
telephone system. 

Mattox was born Aŭg. 15, 
1909, in Fontanet. He graduated 
from Indiana College of Mortuary 
Science and, after a four-year 
stint with the U.S. Army during 
World War II, returned to Fon- 
tanet where he was associated 
with the Foley Funeral Home, 
later the Mattox Funeral Home. 

He and his wife, the former 


Betty Smeja, were Fc miafried in 
Riverside, Calif., during the war. 
They had three children: Diana 
a John Anthony and Joseph 


a aduated from Fon- 
tanet High School, an ac- 
complishment that endeared him 
to his community. He dropped 
out of school, but returned about 
10 years later to finish work for 
a high-school diploma, Haltom 
says. 

a had great respect for Chet 
Mattox for the way he came back 
to school and finished his educa- 
tion so he could run_the funeral 
home,” writes Maurice Gardner 
of Terre Haute. “At that time it 
was unusual for an older person 
to be in class with younger 
people, but Chet was in my class, 
and he had a quality and sense 
of humor that made him fit right 
in ” 


Haltom says her father didn’t 
talk much about those early 
years, but he often discussed the 
importance of education. “He 
graduated in 1940,” she says. “He 
realized he had to have a high- 
school- diploma.” 


She remembers a teacher at 
Fontanet School who frequently 
referred to Mattox as a man who 
had the “intestinal fortitude to 
come back to school.” 

Mattox was a member of the 
Indiana Funeral Directors, the 
American Legion Post 290, and 
Masonic Lodge 259. He worked 
with the Fontanet Bean Dinner 
Association for many years. 

Thelma Cottom Walters of 
Farmersburg writes: “Chet Mat- 
tox showed in his life what a 
person could accomplish with a 
lot of hard work. The family he 
left behind is a good testimony.” 

Judy L. Pastorius of Terre 
Haute remembers: “Everybody 
liked Chet and he was the same 
caring person all the time. He did 
a lot for Fontanet.” 

And Karen Mason Johns of 
Rosedale recalls: “He was one of 
the best-natured school bus 
drivers we had, and he always 
related well to all the kids. He 
really cared.” 

Mattox died Nov. 23, 1965. He 
was 56 years old. 

His legacy continues. 
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Beantowners are proud of 
their fellow graduates. 
Nominations for outstanding 
alumni came pouring in — 
from friends, from - acquain- 
tances, and from proud family 
members. In no particular 


' order — it’s just the way the 


stack shuffled itself — are 
some of those alums and com- 
ments made about them. 


“Ken Tilford” is my 
husband,” said Ramona 
Tilford. “He has definately 
made his mark in the field of 
education over the past 35 
years.

No hospital in 
the territory would take a 
patient with a contageous dis- 
ease. The decision was made to

room table. The surgery was 
uite successful (and) made 
ime Magazine. One of his 
medical friends from another 
state . . . sent a note wanting to 
know ‘how primitive we were in 
this area.’ ” Chandler, for many 
years the only full-time 
surgeon at Goshen Hospital, 
was honored by having its 
outpatient surgery center 
named after him. 


Chandler, said Herschell 
Bouillez, “had a hard way to go 
as a youth and washed dishes 
in restaurants, as well as other 
jobs, as he worked his way 
through Indiana State. After 
graduating, he taught school in 
Fontanet and later finished his 
education and became a 
Medical Doctor. He proved that 
if you wanted anything bad 
enough, you had to work hard 
to achieve your goal.” 


Fontanet High’s last com- 
mencement speaker, Arthur E. 
Dowell, took several detours on 
his way to ultimately becoming 
chairman of Indiana State Un- 
iversity’s Department of 
Political Science. The 1937 
Fontanet graduate completed 
his high school years just in 
time to land in the middle of 
the Great Depression. With no 
jobs available, he signed up 
with the Civilian Conservation 
Corps for 14 months, then went 
to ISU for one year, back to the 
CCC for another seven months, 


then back to ISU. 


Then World War II broke 
out. With only four months 
until graduation from college, 
he was drafted and spent the 
next 46 months in the U.S. 
Army. - After his tour of duty 
ended, it was back to ISU, 
where he completed his under- 
graduate degree and taught at 
Gerstmeyer High School while 
working on his master’s. He 
also taught — in Grosse Point, 
Mich., then ISU — while work- 
ing on his doctorate. 

Dowell retired from ISU in 
1987, after 30 years of service. 


A write-in, Ethel Evans 
Foley, Class of 1918, was 
remembered by her daughter, 
Mary Etta Foley, Class of 744, 
as a person who raised her 
children alone after her 
husband’s untimely death in 
1936. A former teacher, she 
had let her license expire while 
raising her family and helping 
her husband in his business. 
Because she couldn’t afford to 
return to college so her license 
could be renewed, she worked 
in the business world until, at 
the age of 59, she returned to 
ISU for a master’s and then 
taught first grade at Bridgeton 
for 10 years.

The fireman-janitor plays a 
vital role in the operation of a 
school building.

When the gymnasium was 
added to Fontanet School in 
1928, Zenius Edmund_ “Dean” 
Van Hook accepte 
night fireman. After the retire- 
ment of Chauncey Cress, Van 
Hook became the head fireman. 

Van Hook lived four houses 
north of Fontanet School. He was 
available day and night, plus 
weekends. During the cold, 
winter months, he put in a lot of 
hours in the boiler room of the 
school. 

“Dean” was 72 years old when 
he retired after nearly 31 years of 
dedication toward keeping the 
Fontanet School comfortable for 
faculty and students. 

He and his wife, Grace, had 10 
children. Nine of those children 
graduated from Fontanet School. 
Mildred Van Hook graduated in 
1928, Helen in 1929, Wayne in 
1931, Mabel in 1934, Jean in 
1939, Jim in 1944, Mary Alice in 
1946, Bill in 1950 and Jo Ann in 
1952. 

The Van Hook family may have 
set a record for the length of time 
a family was so closely associated 
with Fontanet School.

Consolidation became the fad 
in the 1930s and, with the 
addition built in 1928 to the 
Fontanet building, several of the 
grade school buildings were 
closed. By the mid-1930s, Fon- 
tanet was the only school in the 
township, with an enrollment of 
628 students. 

With that consolidation, 
however, there was a transporta- 
tion problem. To ease transporta- 
tion. for the students, school 
wagons pulled by horses began in 
1915, followed by buses in the 
1920s. 


“I think most everyone has 
hopped school or thought about 
it,” says Dorothy Handy Palmer, 
who sent the picture of her and 
a friend on one such day.

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Nostalgia tournament brings win to Fontanet

It’s been almost 60 years since

basketball sectional and 30 years 
since students from there were

tittle bit of irony in the fact that 


~N we beat Gerstmeyer in the cham- 


pionship game.” 

“We were looking forward to a 
good team at Fontanet, and then 
we got separated,” remembered 
Bill Pastorius. “We got gypped a 
little bit, and it left an empty 
feeling. We might have put more 
effort into [the Nostalgia Sec- 
tional] for that reason.” 

“We were the only school that 
got split up,” noted Mike 
Moreland, whose 3-point basket 
at the buzzer won the Honey 
Creek game. “It was great to get 
all the guys back together. I 
know we're all looking forward to 
next year now, and I think we’ll 
have even more guys then.” 

“It was like a second chance for 
some of these guys,” Lowe added. 
“Some of them didn’t make the 
high school teams after the split, 
and it made me feel good to see 
them do well.” 

At one point prior to the 
tournament. there was doubt

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that the Beantowners would 
have enough participants to field 
a team. 

But after the first three wins, 
interest had risen to the point 
that a caravan formed at 
Meadows Center prior to the 
championship contest. 

“I got up that day and it was 
raining, so I figured that was it 
for that idea,” said Pastorius, 
who credited Ed Wagle with the 
idea for the caravan. 

“I got to Meadows Center and 
there were about six cars there 
already. By the time we were 
ready to leave, someone said 
there were about 45 cars. There 
we were, standing out in the rain 
putting balloons, signs and 
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Service, 
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streamers on our cars,” he added. 

Injuries and prior commit- 
ments had reduced the number of 
players available for the title 
game, so graduate Ivan Gardner 
made a six-hour trip from Ohio to 
play in the final game, then drove 
six hours back after it was over. 

“It wasn’t just eight or nine 
guys, it was the whole town plus 
Erhmandale, which is where four 
or five of the players lived. I 
remember there were a couple of 
women fans who were kind of 
rowdy — they got thrown out of 
a game at Rosedale once, I 
remember — and they were 
there.

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‘Dependable Don’ also starred at ISU 
Fontanet’s best athlete is Don McDonald

Don McDonald was known by 
many nicknames at Indiana 
State University — including 
“Dependable Don,” “Durable 
Don” and “Iron Man Don.” 


All of them aptly described the 
1944 Fontanet High School 
graduate, who started all 126 
games in his basketball career at 
Indiana State and still ranks as 
the school’s 10th leading career 


scorer.

McDonald, who passed away in 
1981, was voted as Fontanet’s 
best athlete in voting by the 
school’s graduates. 

The Sycamores were 95-31 
during McDonald’s four years of 
play, never losing more than 
eight games in a season. 
McDonald’s career climaxed in 
1950 when the Indiana State 
Teachers College, as it was 
known then, won the National 
Association of Intercollegiate 
Basketball championship. 

McDonald was named to the 
all-tournament team and as a 
second-team All-American as 
ISU swept through the national 
tourney. The Sycamores defeated 
Delta State 65-59, Arkansas 
State 87-79, Baldwin-Wallace 
61-39, Tampa 73-69 and East 
Central Oklahoma 61-57 to take 
the title. 

ISU had finished runner-up in 
the tourney in 1948, losing in the 
championship game to Louisville. 
The NAIB was the forerunner of 
today’s NAIA tourney, changing 
to the National’ Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics when 
other sports in addition to 
basketball were offered by the 
organization. 

McDonald finished his career 
with 1,298 points in 126 games 
for an average of 10.3 points per 
game. He Jed the Sycamores in 
scoring im -his senior year with a 
13.2 average. 

McDonald played under John 
Wooden in his first two seasons, 
then under John Longfellow for 
the last two after Wooden headed 
to UCLA to begin a Hall of Fame 
career at that school. 

“Don really liked Coach 
Wooden,” his wife, Joanne 
Waugh, said. “Coach Wooden 
asked Don to transfer to UCLA 
when he went out there, but Don 
wanted to stay here. Don used a 
lot of Coach Wooden’s style when 
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he coached.” 

Lon McDonald, one of Don’s 
three sons, recalls that ISU 
wasn’t his father’s top choice. 

“He really wanted to go to 
Indiana University but that 
didn’t happen,” said Lon, who 
now teaches and coaches at Otter 


Creek Junior High School.” 


“Things worked out pretty well, 
thou ugh, and playing for Coach 
Wooden was a big thrill for him.” 

McDonald was a 6-foot-2, 175- 
pound forward who had a 
penchant for fouling. 

“One year he led the nation in 
fouls and he was third another 
year,” his wife said. 

The 1947-48 ISU basketball 
prospectus termed McDonald as 
“lightning-fast” and a later 
version said he could “hit a one- 
hand push shot from anywhere 
on the floor.” 

After graduating from college, 
McDonald coached varsity 
basketball at Salem for six years 
and at Clinton for two years. He

then went to Columbus and was 
a junior varsity coach for six 
years under the legendary Bill 
Stearman, the state’s winningest 
active coach who is still at 
Columbus North. 


McDonald had two undefeated 
junior varsity teams at Colum- 
bus, and among the many 
outstanding players the school 
produced were future Indiana 
State stars Jerry Newsom and 
Butch Wade. McDonald also ran 
the Columbus elementary school 
program on Saturday mornings. 


McDonald then returned home 
in 1964 as varsity coach at 
Garfield for six years, guiding the 
Purple Eagles to the semistate 
championship game in 1967. 
Garfield lost to eventual state 
champion Evansville - North, 
featuring future Purdue star Bob 
Ford, by one point on a shot in 
the last three seconds.’ 


He stepped down at Garfield 
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because of religious convictions 
which would not allow him to 


coach on Friday nights. 
McDonald continfed coaching, 
however, directing the freshman 
boys and girls teams at Honey 
Creek. 


McDonald never lost his shoot- 
ing touch, proving his accuracy at 
one of his Garfield practices. 


“Dad used to have his players 
come in and shoot free throws 
every day before school,” said Lon 
McDonald, a practice many local 
coaches still use today. “They 
weren't doing too well one year, 
and they had to work really hard. 
He practiced for one day then 
made 124 in a row the next day.” 


McDonald taught a variety of 
subjects in ‘his teaching career, 
including physical education, 
health, general business, 
mathematics and driver’s educa- 
tion. He also coached baseball at 
Clinton.

But Dean, a graduate of Dan- 
ville Normal College, handled the 
Beantowners just right in order 
to get them at their peak at the 
right time — in the sectional 
tournament. 

Fontanet was a solid favorite to 
win its opening game against 
Prairie Creek, but it wasn’t that 
easy. The Beantowners got a 10- 
point performance from Kermit 
Fox and eight points each from 
Barney Adams and freshman 
Lester Pastorius. Even with that 
trio at work, Fontanet had to go 
into an overtime in order to 
eliminate the Gophers by a 29-21

score. A basket by the young 
Pastorius proved to be the game- 
winner for the Beantowners. 

That victory moved Fontanet 
into the Saturday afternoon 
semifinal round of the sectional, 
and the next opponent was to be 
the Riley Cossacks. 

It was a defensive struggle, but 
Fontanet was a 16-12 victor over 
the Cossacks. Vern Carrithers 
led the Beantowners with six 
points, and Roy Renison added 
five. 

That put the surprising Fon- 
tanet team into the cham- 
pionship game against defending 
champion Terre Haute Wiley, by

But the Beantowners would 
have none of it. The final score 
was 25-23 with the sharpshoot- 
ing Pastorius again provi. -g the 
winning field goal. It was his only 
basket of the game, but it came 
at the most opportune moment. 
Adams and Fox led the Fontanet 
scoring with seven points each 
against the surprised Red 
Streaks. 

Fontanet had built a 21-14 lead 
after three quarters and was in 
command for most the the game, 
but Wiley rallied late, only to lose 
it as Pastorius again provided 
heroics. 

Dean, a fine athlete himself, 
was a strict disciplinarian as a 
coach, said Tom Rogers, who 
played for Dean and later 
coached the Beantowners. 


“He believed in a controlled 
fast break offense,” Rogers said of 
Dean, “and he always had his 
teams in excellent physical condi- 
tion even though our gymnasium 
at Fontanet was a real cracker 
box. Dean’s practices were 
always long and tough.” 


Other Fontanet coaches in- 
cluded Whitey Hoffman, Lyman‘ 
Newlin, Rogers, Carl Hoffman, 
Bill Richeson, and Marvin 
McMillan. Richeson stayed in the 
coaching profession for many 
years and once had his Princeton 
team stage a king-sized upset 
over Jeffersonville in the 
Evansville Semistate. 


Fontanet’s only appearance in 
a regional tourney was not a 
happy experience. After winning 
the Terre Haute Sectional, the 
Beantowners, advanced to the 
regional at Martinsville, where 
they lost in the first round to 
Lyons by a score of 34-20. Fox led 
Fontanet with eight points in 
that game. 


Martinsville, coached by the 
legendary Glenn Curtis, 
eliminated Brazil in the after- 
noon by a 33-20 score and then 
had to fight off Lyons in an 18-11 
championship game. 


That Martinsville team went 
on to win the state cham- 
pionship, the third for 
Martinsville and the fourth for 
Coach Curtis.

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Tom Rogers remembers days at Fontanet

When Fontanet High School 
has a reunion, Tom Rogers is one 
of those folks who can wear three 
hats to the gathering. 

Now living in the Seelyville 
area and retired, Rogers 
graduated from Fontanet in 
1945, then returned to the school 
to teach and coach from 1952 to 
1958. 

Following graduation from 
high school, he joined the U.S. 
Navy and spent about a year in 
the service before returning to 
Terre Haute where he enrolled at

then, you did everything, includ- 
ing cleaning the gym up at 
times,” he recalled recently. 
The highlight of his coaching 
career came in 1958 when the 
Beantowners beat Glenn to win a 
Wabash Valley Prelim at Van 
Buren. “Pete Chalos [Terre 
Haute mayor] coached Van 


Buren then and it was a thrill to ~ 


win the prelim in his gym. 
“And we really wanted to beat

ER to Glenn. We really 
warited that one,” says Rogers. 

As was the case with most 
small schools then and now, the 
Beantowners didn’t have much 
height. The center in 1958 was 6- 
foot, 2-inch Bill Lawson. 

“They were a good group of 
kids. I started working with them 
in the sixth grade and they didn’t 
lose many games. I had a 6-4 
player but he got hurt before the 
season; so some of the players 
played on the varsity as 
freshmen. It paid off when we 
won the prelim,” Rogers said. 

One of his players was Gary 
Cunning. “He was a tremendous 


athlete,” says his former coach.

He made his mark mainly in 
baseball and was the catcher on 
the Terre Haute Babe Ruth 
League team that won the World 
Series in the 1950s. He went on 
to play professionally for a time. 

Two of the other players on the 
1958 team were Leonard Stultz 
and Merle Stabler. 

Don Meneely didn’t play for 
Rogers, but the former coach said 
he was one of the best basketball 
players the school had. “When he 
was playing, Fontanet had 
Gerstmeyer beat in the sectional 
one year but Bobby Leonard hit 
a shot from center court to win 
the game for Tech by one point,” 
Rogers said. 

Leonard, of course, went on to 
gain All-America honors at In- 
diana University and played and 
coached in the pro ranks. He now 
does television work for the 
Indiana Pacers. 

Rogers’ first coach in high 
school was Carl Hoffman. “He 
died my sophomore year. It was 
a big shock. Players on the team 
served as pall bearers. He had 
played at Purdue and apparently 


» 


had developed a heart problem, 
Rogers said. 


Some of his teammates in the 
1940s were Don McDonald, Ned 
Ray Evans, Bob Beshaw, Ford 
Hayne and Bob Cleghorn. “Don 
was something special. He went 
down to ISU and tried out and 
John Wooden saw his talent,” 
Rogers said. 


Ed Dean, who had coached 
earlier, came back to the school 
after Hoffman died and stayed 
through the World War II years. 


Rogers says Fontanet always 
was known as the Beantowners. 
“The veterans started having the 
famous bean dinners in the 
1800s,” he said. 


Fontanet’s biggest rival, he 
said, was Otter Creek. 
always wanted to beat the Otters 
in any sport,” he said. 


“We never had much more 
than 120 in school and a lot of 
kids got to play. It was a good 
school.”
